AXIS NAVAL STRENGTH 


Colonel Knox forecast that the 73 in- 
crease in Axis strength wou be in 
submarines. He put the present Axis under- 
sea fleet at 284, but estimated that by 1945 
they would have 500 submarines. “If the 
United States does not wish to face the con- 
sequences of the establishment in South 
America of an aggressive military Power, we 
should now prevent Germany from overturn- 
ing British sea-power which holds the Nazis 
in Europe, he added, “ If Germany becomes 
free to move across the ocean for the con- 
quest of new territories, it is most probable 
that she will move first into South America, 
and get hold of that great storehouse of 
national wealth.

NAVY IN DANGER 


„% We—the U.S.—still have a one-ocean 
Navy. We are building a two-ocean Navy, 
but its structure will not be completed for 
six years. We need to complete that structure 
so far as we can, because the other of 
our two-ocean Navy is now in grave danger. 
The British Navy can survive only if the 
British Isles survive. Should the British Isles 
fall, we can only believe that the British 
Navy, which never runs from danger, will 
fall at the sanie time.

ASSAULT ON COUNTY 
CORK SOLICITOR

VETERINARY SURGEON 
SENT TO JAIL

In the case, at Cork Circuit Court, against 
Eugene McCarthy, veterinary surgeon, charged 
with assaulting Mr. J. T. Wolfe, solicitor, 
the latter, in evidence, bore out counsel's 
opening statement, and said that after the 
assault he was semi-conscious when Guard 
O’Connor arrived and that he bled profusely. 
He was still suffering from shock and his 
nose bled occasionally; his memory was also 
impaired. 

Cross-examined by the accused man, who 
said that he had lost his veterinary appoint- 
ment under Cork County Council and had 
given that reason to the District Justice in 
explanation of his failure to pay an instalment 
of a decree, Mr. Wolfe agreed that he had. 
done his best to have him committed for 
failure to pay. 

In reply to a suggestion that on the 
occasion of the alleged assault it was Mr. 
Wolfe who made the first attempt at assault 
by striking him ‘‘a nice little blow on the 
solar plexis,’’ the witness replied: “TI swear 
on my oath I did not touch vou.“ 

Guard M. O’Connor also gave evidence of 
witnessing the assault, and said that he took 
the accused man into custody. He had 
difficulty in restraining the accused man, who 
was shouting and using abusive language. 

Called by the accused man, Patrick 
O'Donoghue said that he saw two men stand- 
ing on the footpath. One of them took two 
or three steps backwards and fell over on 
the roadway. As he fell he turned and fell 
on his face; that man got up again and 
walked away, and witness then recognised 
him as Mr. Wolfe. 

William O’Brien, hackney driver, said that 
he called to the courthouse for the accused 
man, who was quite peaceable and not excited 
at the time. 

The accused, in his evidence, said that he 
kept to the right of the footpath to allow 
Mr. Wolfe to pass, but they collided and 
Mr. Wolfe struck him a slight blow. He 
denied assaulting Mr. Wolfe. 

Addressing the jury, Judge O'Connor said 
that if solicitors were to be intimidated for 
doing their work there could be no semblance 
of law in the country. He had waited all 
through the trial for one expression of regret 
from the accused man, but it was not forth- 
coming. 

The accused man was found guilty and 
sentenced to nine months’ imprisonment “with 
hard labour. .

TO-MORROW'S “ BOMBING 
INCIDENT ” 


— — 


A test of Dublin’s A. R. P. arrangements 
which have been in operation on a skeleton 
basis since the recent bombing incidents will 
be made to-morrow in the St. Stephens 
Green vicinity. 

A statement by the City Manager (Mr. 
P. J. Hernon) yesterday says that the test 
will take the form of a response to an 
alleged incident ‘‘more serious than any which 
have yet occurred.” It will be assumed 
that a fairly large block of buildings has 
been damaged badly by high or opie and 
incendiary bombs. Fortunately, the occupants 
of most of the houses have been able to 
escape unaided, but a number of people have 
been trapped in two buildings, which have 
been hit by high-explosive bombs and rather 
serious fires have been started. 

A sufficient number of all the A. R. P. ser- 
vices concerned are being mobilised at the 
scene of .the alleged incident to carry out 
the functions allotted them. The warden 
service will report the incident, arrange for 
evacuation and liaison with the other services. 
The fire service will mobilise in sufficient 
strength to deal with the fire aspect. The 
rescue squads have been instructed to arrange 
to effect rescues from the alleged damaged 
buildings, and the casualty service will 
arrange for casualty treatment, clearance and 
hospitalisation. In addition, the co-operation 
of the police and L. S. F. has been requested, 
and is being willingly accorded, in connection 
with police duties. The Office of Public 
Works has given facilities in connection with 
the use of St. Stephen’s Green by fire 
appliances. The exercise will take place, 
approximately, between 10 and 11 a.m. 

The statement asks the public to co-operate 
with the services by not congregating in 
large numbers. Fire bells will be used. 
Members of A.R.P. services whose help has 
not been asked should not report for duty 


as their turn to take part in exercises will i 


come later.
